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No more marijuana in Lakeshore Rd. greenhouses, residents told

The Lakeshore Rd. mari¬ 
juana operation is out of 
business. 

It ceased operating 
March 31, planning director 
John Henricks told about 20 


people at a town meeting to 
discuss medical marijuana 
facilities Monday. 

The meeting was held to 
give residents an opportu¬ 
nity to express their opin- 

medical marijuana opera¬ 
tions, and whether there 
should planning regulations 


Effective April 1, only 
Health Canada licensed 
facilities are allowed to grow 
and distribute medical mar¬ 
ijuana, although operations 
licensed under previous 
regulations were being 
allowed to continue. 


Henricks said the 
Lakeshore Rd. facility has 
not told the town its intent 
to start the licensing pro¬ 
cess, therefore if restarted, it 
would be illegal. 

Henricks said he couldn’t 
divulge full details to resi¬ 
dents about the Lakeshore 
Rd. producer’s issues and 
bylaw infractions. 
Some infractions 
were dealt with 

however there 
were others that 
the town was “not 
satisfied” with. 
The operation is 
not legal under 
current regula¬ 
tions and is non- 


“As we understand it, the 
feds are trying to get licensed 
grow op facilities out of resi¬ 
dential areas and out of the 
homes,” said Henricks. 

"The police were having 
a tough time distinguishing 
the legal operations from 
the illegal ones, plus if they

One of the requirements 
of the Health Canada pro¬ 
cesses is the facility’s ability 
to meet the town’s bylaws, 
said Henricks. “If they 
aren't compliant with town 
bylaws, they won’t receive a 
licence until they do.” 


Peter Olsen, a local busi¬ 
ness owner who expressed 
interest in operating a mari¬ 
juana grow-op, said Health 
Canada does not looking at 
the size of the operation, 
but whether he facility fol¬ 
lows the regulations. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
said there are two parts to 
the regulations. 

“One is the federal gov¬ 
ernment dealing with qual¬ 
ity control, focusing their 
efforts on something that is 
medicinally adequate to be 
helpful to the user and not 
harm anyone. Second, how 
a facility grows the prod- 

The “fly-by-night-opera- 
tions probably won’t make 
the grade,” said Henricks.

Olsen is going through the licensing 
process with his partner Kenny Rubin. 
Both were on hand to address concerns 
residents had and were able to provide 
a brief synopsis of their business inten- 

Rubin has an expansive background 
in the pharmaceutical industry, span¬ 
ning more than 20 years, and is well- 
vetsed working with Health Canada's 
regulatory process. They worked on 
their licence application for four months 
and one of the processes entails filling 
out a 230-page form. 

The majority of the 22,000 home- 
based licensed operations throughout 
Canada do not have the knowledge or 
expertise to complete the full process to 
be Health Canada-approved, Rubin 

Health Canada will know well in 
advance if the potential company has 
the knowledge to effectively be a 
licensed a medical marijuana producer, 
said Rubin. 

“There will only be a small number 
of producers compared to the number 
that’s out there now.” 

Olsen said that of the 600 applica¬ 
tions going through the current approv¬ 
al process, only 12 across Canada are 
operational and licensed. He pointed 


out with these figures in mind, Health 
Canada is being "very stringent” with its 
approvals. 

The application process requires site 
plans, individual clearance checks by 
the RCMP, a documentation review 
consisting of thousands of questions, 
facilityinspections, product inspections 
and ongoing inspections after approval. 
The process stops if any of these require¬ 
ments cannot be met. 

"They want to know how many 
plants are being grown, the number of 
grams being shipped and a strategy in 
case of a product recall,” said Ruban. 

“If we get (medical marijuana facili¬ 
ties) in the right locations, we have tre¬ 
mendous opportunity for job creation,” 
said Henricks. “So, we don’t want to 
ignore that and council probably 
doesn’t want too ignore that either. lob 
creation is important to the region as a 

The town could look at a location 
provision, incorporating the separation 
between sensitive land uses such as 
residential, schools, hospitals churches 
and parks, along with setbacks from 
property line, buffering requirements 
and fence regulations.

Niagara fortunate with strong candidates, 
although Liberal still a question mark 


It’s pretty clear Ontario voters did 
not want an early election call. 

Voters never do. No matter how 
disillusioned they might be with the 
current government, early elections 
are seen as a waste of money, hard- 
earned taxpayer dollars going out the 
window that could have been invest¬ 
ed in something more important, like 
job creation, or keeping schools 

And many of those who are disil¬ 
lusioned by party politics, judging by 
recent comments in social media, 
are just as disappointed in politi¬ 
cians in general. Elections mean 
trading in one flawed model for 
another. There’s no ‘better the devil 
you know’ in politics—too many vot¬ 
ers regard all politicians, if not quite 
the devil, something closely akin to 

So we can be forgiven for being 
surprised when NDP leader Andrea 
Horwath decided to force a provin¬ 
cial election that few want. Why did 
she do it? She’s still in third place in 
the polls with a lot of ground to gain 
in a short amount of time. 

One explanation could be that if 
the Liberals are losing ground, as 
they appear to be, she doesn't want 
to be seen as the party that support¬ 
ed them, shoring up their power. 
NDPers have had that thrown at them 
by the PCs on a regular basis through¬ 
out recent years, and Horwath may 
have seen that becoming more of a 
stumbling block for her party than 
being blamed for an early election. 

And while Tim Hudak's Progressive 
Conservatives are in the lead in 
recent polls, he may have a difficult 
time sustaining it—he isn’t good at 
engaging the public, and within days 
of this election being called, he held 
a press conference that indicated he 


isn’t improving when it comes to 
showing any kind of charisma or 
leadership. 

In Niagara, we have some strong 
candidates. 

PC Bart Maves has proven in the 
past he can do the job. 

Wayne Gates has shown himself to 
be a likeable candidate, sincere and 
passionate in his beliefs, with a few 
short weeks of experience that 
seemed to indicate with Gates, what 
you see is what you get. 

And Clarke Bitter, while not likely 
to show much improvement in num¬ 
bers representing the Green Party, 
made a respectable showing at all¬ 
candidates meetings leading up to 
the byelection, leaving some voters 
wishing he represented a different 
party so they could mark their ballots 
beside his name. 

The Liberals, as we were going to 
press, were in the position of having 
to find a candidate. Joyce Morocco, 
who represented them in the byelec¬ 
tion, isn’t interested in another 
attempt, citing personal reasons. 

Can’t say we blame her. Regardless 
of who ends up as our next premier, 
it’s seems pretty safe to go out on a 
limb and say it’s not likely to be a 
Liberal representing the Niagara Falls 

While there are always stalwart 
partisan supporters who back party 
policies, and have no use for stripes 
of a different colour, most of us can 
be reassured knowing that in Niagara, 
at least, we will continue to have a 
strong voice at Queen’s Park, wheth¬ 
er represented by a ruling party, a 
minority government or the opposi- 

That's not a bad place to be, lead¬ 
ing up to a provincial election nobody 
wanted.

targets. 

All he has to say really 
is, "I am not Stephen 
Harper.

It says so 
right on my driver's 
licence. And while we 
certainly need to be 
aware of what Ottawa 
does, this election is 
about what the provincial 
government will do." 

Then talk about his own 
platform. 

The Liberals would, 
with some merit, say that 
kind of talk is short sight¬ 
ed. But by defending her 
pension plan by firing her 
cannons at Harper, 

Wynne isn't telling us 
why her ideas are better 
than Hudak's. She is just 


telling us she doesn't like

In the last election, 
Wynne's predecessor was 
content to essentially let 
Tim Hudak be Tim 
Hudak.

Hogweed. If you come into physical contact with this plant, you could 
experience severe burns to your skin. Contact with eyes can cause 
temporary or permanent blindness. When working near these plants, 
protective gear should be worn to reduce any direct contact with them. 
The Town recommends that you contact a licensed weed removal 
professional to deal with this plant. 

Please be reminded that the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake Clean Yard By-law No. 
4114-07 states: 

“Lot Maintenance: 

3.1 - Every owner, lessee or occupant of land shall maintain said land clean and free 
from refuse, including but not limited to: c) grass or weeds over 20 cm. in height, 
brush, undergrowth and noxious weeds as defined by the Weed Control Act; 

Every owner, lessee or occupant who fails to maintain land clean and free from 
refuse is guilty of an offence. ”

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
town council has given 
permission to begin the 
process of creating a scat¬ 
tering garden at the 
Niagara Lake Shore 
Cemetery. 

Scattering gardens 
provide families with a 
place to scatter cremated 
remains, creating an 
option other than inter- 

Director of Parks and 
Recreation Clive Buist 
said there were always 
plans to put this at the 
cemetery, but without 
any funding in place. 

"A local gentleman has 
offered upwards of 
$50,000 to this project to 
provide families with 
another option,” he said. 

"This donation defi¬ 
nitely puts us a few years 


ahead of schedule.” 

The donor wishes to 
fully fund the establish¬ 
ment of the garden and 
assist with the design. 
The garden will act as a 
memorial for his family 
member, and provide an 
area for the community to 
have the option of scat¬ 
tering and honouring 

The cemetery currently 
offers cremation inter¬ 
ment in ground, or in one 
of the columbaria. Over 
the last five years, they 
have performed 225 cre¬ 
mation interments, a 
growing trend instead of 
casket burials, over the 
last few decades. 

The area for the garden 
had already been set aside 
in earlier plans. It will be 
designed to reflect the 
heritage and current 
landscape of the ceme¬ 
tery, requiring little main¬ 
tenance. 

The creation of the gar¬ 
den will be regulated by 
the Registrar of 
Cemeteries and will 
require a number of regu¬ 
lations be addressed, 
including some bylaw 
reviews.

Laura Secord has stories 
to tell, says descendant 


Interactive trail 
following heroic 
trek will be longest 
in Canada

Her ancestor is a relentless task¬ 
master, says Caroline McCormick. 

The great-great-great-grand- 
daughter of Laura Secord spent more 
than two years ensuring a legacy trail 
would allow more than 1,000 people 
to commemorate the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of the historic walk from 
Queenston to Beaverdams that 
defined the course of Canadian his¬ 
tory. McCormick was also instru¬ 
mental in seeing an important bridge 
built to ensure the historic trail was 
followed, and in organizing the event 
to honour her ancestor. 

But she’s not finished the "impor¬ 
tant work" begun by Secord, she 

While the commemorative walk 
last June 22 was a significant event in 
War of 1812 bicentennial celebra¬ 
tions, “it was just one day,” she says. 


“Laura is really a conduit to so 
many more stories that are connect¬ 
ed to her in some way.” 

As president of the Friends of 
Laura Secord, McCormick’s task now 
is to ensure the stories are told as 
part of an interpretive trail, the next 
link to that defining day more than 
200 years ago. 

The group announced Friday at 
the Niagara Historical Museum in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake that a $75,000 
grant from the Trillium Foundation 
will pay to research the content of 
those stories, and to develop a digital 
tour of the 32-km Laura Secord 
Legacy Trail. 

It will be the longest interpretive 
trail in Canada, McCormick said. 

“People will be able to walk with 
their smartphones, ear buds in, all or 
part of the trail any time, all year 
long, forever.” 

And while they’re walking, getting 
their exercise, they’ll learn some 
Canadian history along the way, she 
says. They'll learn about Secord, 
they’ll learn about the history of 
women in Canada, and they’ll learn 
about the First Nations people and 
their role in the War of 1812.

The tour will also educate peo¬ 
ple about the geology, ecology and 
environment through which the 
trail passes, she says. 

It will take about a year to com¬ 
plete, but to further promote it, 
the new Glendale mall, the Outlet 
Collection, has come onboard. 

When the commemorative walk 
took place, those who participated 
had to use Taylor Rd, rather than 
follow the actual route of Secord, 
which would have passed through 
what was then a construction 

But when the mall opens, there 
will be banners proclaiming the 
history of the location and the 
symbolic leaf used to commemo¬ 
rate the walk will be painted on 
the floor at both ends. 

And in addition to the huge 
number of people visiting the mall 
who will become aware of the trail, 
those in wheelchairs or moms 
pushing strollers will be able to do 
their 32 km, or as much of it as 
they choose, through the mall, 
hearing the stories “of the famous 
and not so famous people who 
helped to define this country” as 
they go. 

Contributing as advisors to the 
digital tour’s conceptual develop¬ 
ment were David Brown, associate 
professor of tourism and environ¬ 
ment at Brock University, Tim 
Johnson, associate director for 
Museum Programs at the 
Smithsonian's National Museum 
of the American Indian, himself a 
Mohawk, and Larry McDermott, 
executive director of Plenty 
Canada, an Aboriginal heritage 

“There will be so much interest¬ 
ing content that people will be 
able to access and listen to and 
learn about in a unique way,” says 
McCormick. 

“It’s a new way of learning, and 
another way of continuing the 
story. There is still a lot of walking 
and talking to do. What Laura 
Secord did 200 years ago was cou¬ 
rageous and wonderful, but I’m 
even more proud of what she con¬ 
tinues to do.”
